Shaut, Counsel, Warns 
Against Sales of 
Cars to Minors

LEVELAND, April 4.— 
New quirks in laws ap- 
plying to sale of automobiles 
were called to the attention 
of members of the Cleveland 
Automobile | Manufacturers’ 
and Dealers’ Association at 
their regular meeting here 
yesterday by Frank F. Shaut, 
legal counsel for the associa- 
tion. 

Shaut first analyzed the neces- 
sity for laws. 

“History has proven that no 
two persons ever think alike,” he 
said. “No two persons have the 
same desires or the same business 
methods. For that reason it has 
been necessary to draw up a code 
of conduct to regulate our actions 
and to protect the life, liberty and 
happiness of every one.” 

Shaut urged dealers to avoid the 
sale of automobiles to minors 
wherever possible. “Risk of loss is 

greater than in any other kind of 
sale.’ he declared. “Contracts with

FRANKLIN MARCH OUTPUT 
140% AHEAD OF LAST YEAR 


Syracuse, April 4—It was an- 
nounced here today by the Frank- 
lin Automobile Company that ship- 
ments from the factory in March, 
1929, totaled 1.566 units, an increase 
of 140 per cent. over March, 1928. 

During the first quarter of this 
year Franklin shipments were 3,966 
units, a gain of 131 per cent. over 
the same period in 1928, and com- 
paring with 3,712 units shipped dur- 
ing the first six months of last year. 
About half of the cars shipped were 
Model 130. 


MAY DEDUCT GAS TAX 
FROM INCOME RETURN 


— from A. D. N. Washington Bureau 
Washington, April 4.—Gasoline 
taxes collected by the various 
states may be deducted by payers 
of Federal income taxes, the 
Treasury has just ruled. 

Forty-seven of the states now 
impose gasoline taxes ranging 
from 2 to 5 cents a gallon. 

Under this ruling of the Treas- 
ury, the amount of these taxes 
paid by the individual motorist 
may legitimately be deducted in 
filing income tax returns. 

The ruling was made in the 
specific case of the state of Mich- 
igan, which has a 2-cent gaso- 
line tax, but is equally applicable 
to all states. 


STUDEBAKER EXPORT 
OUTPUT AT NEW HIGH 


South Bend, Ind., April 4.—All 
Studebaker export manufacture is 
now concentrated here for the first 
time, following the removal of the 
last unit from Detroit recently. 
Overseas shipments have reached a 
new high for the year of seventy 
cars a day 

Production of open cars was be- 
gun on an intensive basis April 1, in 
response to an increased demand for 
these models in foreign markets 
other than England and continental 
Europe.

New Roosevelt Meets 
Wide Public Response 


Indianapolis, Ind. April 4.— 
First reports coming into the Mar- 
mon factory from its distributor 
and dealer organization through- 
out the country reveal that the 
nation-wide public introduction of 
the Roosevelt car resulted in the 
most intense and enthusiastic in- 
terest every shown in a new Mar- 
mon product. 

Messages pouring in from hun- 
dreds of distributors and dealers in- 
dicate that the reception accorded 
the new Roosevelt, the world’s first 
straight eight to sell below $1,000 at 
the factory, included crowds of tens 
of thousands of people. 

More retail orders than ever be- 
fore received in the history of 
Marmon and a marked increase in 
sales activity in the Marmon 68 
and 78 lines, the company’s other 
straight eights selling in higher 
price fields, are reported. 


Preliminary compilation of reports 
from the Marmon retail organization 
shows that approximately 500,000 
people visited Marmon salesrooms 
during the first two days the Roose- 
velt was on display Saturday and 
Sunday. 

Although production of Roose- 
velt and Marmon cars has held at 
better than 200 cars a day during 
the last several weeks the daily, 
output has been increased to 250 
cars to take care of insistent de- 
mands of the company’s dealers 
for cars for immediate delivery.

DURANT PLANTS REPORT 
11,081 OUTPUT IN MARCH 


Detroit, April 4—Total produc- 
in the Durant Motors, Inc., 
plants located in Lansing, Mich.; 
Elizabeth, N. J.; Toronto, Ont., and 
Oakland, Cal., for the month ot 
March reported today at 11,081 
units. This figure is almost three 
times the production reported in 
February this year and shows an 
even greater gain over the 
total 

The production was divided as 
follows: Shipments from Lansing 
and Elizabeth totaled 5.676 during 
March, 2.745 during February, and 
1.549 during January this year, the 
March gain being 114 per cent. over 
February and 279.3 per cent. over 
January. The Canadian factory re- 
ports an output figure of 2,875 cars 
and trucks for March. This com- 
pares with 1.715 for February, a gain 
of 67.8 per cent., and with 1,504 for 
January. a gain of 91.1 per cent. 
Preliminary figures from the Cali- 
fornia plant are 2,330 for March, a 
gain of 52 per cent. over February, 
when 1.533 units were reported, and 
of 145 per cent. over January, when

First quarter production in the 
United States and Canada ran 50 
per cent. ahead of the same period 
last year. The comparative figures 
are 1,514,587 and 1,007,274, repre- 
senting a gain of 507,313. The first 
quarter exceeded the previous best 
first quarter, that of 1926, by 30 per 
cent. The production then was 
1,162,808, which was 351,779 under 
the first three months of 1929. 

Of the first quarter's output 
this year, Ford accounted for 
439,956 units, or 29 per cent., of 
the total. Chevrolet, with a quar- 
ter’s output of 354,701 units, con- 
tributed 23 per cent. to the total.

Some All-Line Marks 


Fall in March; Used 
Car Stock Low 


Kansas City, April 4—The old 
Proverb about March—“in like a 
lamb; out like a lion”—about de- 
scribes the situation with the au- 
tomobile dealers of Kansas City. 
The month opened fairly quiet 
with most dealers, but before dawn- 
ing of Easter day many had hung 
up new March records and several 
all-time records. It was an Easter 
parade here of new automobiles 
rather than new frocks, hats and 
suits. 

Nash Midwest Motors, Inc., 
distributor, had the best March in 
two years, with retail sales setting 
a new month’s record. George A 
Wood, vice-president and manager 
of retail sales, says every indica- 
tion points to a real spring rush. 
Used car sales have been rather 
quiet during the winter, but are 
now picking up, March used car 
Sales showing a gain over a year 
ago. 

The Berryman Reo Co., Inc., 
distributor here, had the biggest 
month in Reo history in Kansas 
City in March, according to J. R 
Edlund, salesmaneger. March busi- 
ness was 30 per cent. ahead of last 
March, the combined wholesale and 
retail sales chalking up a new 
Kansas City record. 

I. O. Taft, president of the Taft Mo- 
tor Company, Odrsmobile distributor, 
says March was a very good month, 
Showing a gain over February—the 
“automobile show month.” Used 
cars are now moving better after a 
few weeks of “dragging.” 

James “Young of Consolidated 
Motors, Hudson-Essex dealer, says 
March was about on a par with a 
year ago but better than February. 
Prospects are very bright. 

The Southwest Motor Car Com- 
pany, Pierce-Arrow distributor, also 
had a good March. C. A. Hirsch, 
president, says sales for the month 
were far ahead of a year ago with 
used car stocks in good shape. 

The Butler Motor Company, 
Graham-Paige distributor, had “an 
exceptionally good business” in 
March, according to George Duck- 
worth, retail sales manager. New 
car sales were 100 per cent. ahead of 
February. Used car sales also were 
good. Mr. Duckworth says the 
spring outlook “could hardly be 
better.” 

The Willys-Overland, Inc., branch 
here had a big month in March, 
according to George Kavanaugh of 
the branch organization. Sales for 
the month were 300 per cent. better 
than March, 1928, and 60 per cent. 
better than February. Conditions 
in the territory are described by 
Mr. Kavanaugh as better than in 
many years and he predicts the big- 
gest automobile year in the Middle 
West the industry has ever had 
Both Willys-Knight and Whippet 
sales, he says, are breaking sales 
records every day inl the Kansas 
City territory 

J. D. McInnes, Jr., sales manager 
for Noel V. Wood, Oakland-Pon- 
tiac distributor, says March was the 
best month so far this year and 
equal to March, 1928, which was 
the banner month of 1928. The 
new Pontiac models are “being 
wonderfully received,” Mr. McInnes 

said, with the Oaklands maintain- 
ing their usual strong pace. Used 
car sales now are improving. 

The Hemphill Motor Company, 
which recently changed from Fal- 
con Knights to Willys-Knights and 
Whippets, had a good March, ac- 
cording to W. P. Hemphill, presi- 
dent. Used cars are now begin- 
ning to move in good shape. 

Phil A. Russell of the Phil A. Rus- 
sell, Inc., organiation, Ford dealer, 
says Ford sales were good in March, 
He had almost a hundred new car 
sales during the month, with used 
cars moving about 60 per cent. as 
fast. Ford sales, he says, have been 
especially good since the first of 
the year, due largely to the fact 
cars can now be obtained more 
readily. While not enough cars can 
be obtained for immediate deliveries 
on all sales, the delay is not long, 
and customers are willing to wait 
the short time necessary.

OF AMERICA 
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White Clothes or Better Lights? 


T DOESN’T take a technical expert or a student of 
lighting values to know that the present conditions in 
the field of automobile lighting are far from satisfactory. 
Recently lighting experts of the General Electric Company 
conducted a series of experiments to determine what we 
may perhaps be allowed to call tne visibility of pedestrians. 
In the first experiment it was found that a pedestrian 
dressed in dark clothes and standing about a hundred feet 
ahead of an automobile with headlights full on, was invisible. 
The driver could not see the man on foot until the car was 
almost upon him. In the second experiment the pedestrian 
was dressed in white clothes and held in his hand a white 
handkerchief. So dressed the pedestrian was entirely 
visible. Both these experiments were conducted without 
street or rather highway illumination, the driver depending 
entirely on the power of his car’s headlights. 

In the third experiment the highway was lighted and 
the pedestrian was entirely visible, being silhouetted against 
the glow of the street lights. 

From these experiments it was deduced that pedes- 
trians will be reasonably safe on any street or highway if 
they will only wear white clothes. 
in any sort of garments if the highway is lighted. 

With the climatic conditions that exist throughout a 
large part of the country, it is going to be difficult to pur- 
suade pedestrians to wear white clothes winter and 
summer. At the present time lighting all highways is 
impossible. The obvious cure is better vehicle illumina- 
tion, perhaps illumination on a totaly different system to 
any that we have so far used. These experiments by 
experts of the General Electric serve admirably to call 
attention to the need for drastic revision of our whole 
system of supplying light for motor vehicles on the high- 
ways.

If the merchan- 
dise being displayed is wall paper, the method of its showing 
must suggest use in the home. Windows are used, with 
drapery to simulate actual use. Bathroom fixtures must be 


displayed in the surroundings that they would have in the) 


home.

If the insurance companies want 
to make a reduction in the rate, 
they should make it without a lot 
of “ifs.” 

Believe the rates in New York, 
even with the 10 per cent reduction, 
are excessive. Am confident that 
this silly ruling will only develop 
into a further reduction in tate, and 
on the correct basis

Adopts New Mode 
In Equipment Show 


Duluth, Minn., April 4--A new 
method of holding shop equipment 
shows has just come to a successful 
conclusion for the Hanson-Duluth 
Company, which introduced the new 
method to the members of the au- 
tomotive industry in the territory 
surrounding Duluth. Instead ol 
holding only one show in Duluth 
this company, with the aid of two 
trucks, conducted shop equipment 
one-day shows in Duluth, Superior, 
Grand Rapids, Hibbing and Virginie 
in sample rooms in hotels. 

More than 400 mechanics, auto- 
motive dealers and garage men at- 
tended the shows, which were a 
complete success in all respects. 
Invitations were sent out in advance 
of the shows. A three-fourths ton 
truck was equipped by the Hanson- 
Duluth Company for carrying shop 
equipment along with a_ display 
truck of the Marquette Manufactur- 
ing Company of Minneapolis, which 
is specially equipped for use in such 
shows. This is the first time that 
any such shop equipment show 
traveling trom city to city has ever 
been put on by any jobber in north- 
ern Minnesota. The shows were in 
charge of A. R. Fossum, sales man- 
ager of the Hanson-Duluth Com- 
pany, assisted by trained factory 
renresentatives

STROMBERG CARBURETOR COMPANY OF AMERICA 
HILE NO ONE is certain of what the future holds i 

the development of transportation, stockholders in 
corporations of this industry rest easier when definite 
tie-ups with aviation are made. tailways and steamship 
lines are supplementing their service with airplanes, pas- 
senger car manufacturers in several instances are adding 
the production of airplanes, and automotive accessory and 
equipment makers are looking to the possibilities of demand 
from aircraft producers. 

Stockholders of the Stromberg Carburetor Company of America 
undoubtedly have watched certain recent developments in their company 
with gratification. As a result of the forward-looking policy of this 
corporation in the past several years, it now supplies 98 per cent, of all 
carburetors used on American-built aircraft. 

That it has gained a real foothold in air transportation, is seen 
from the fact that leading airplane manufacturers have purchased a 
substantial interest in the company and that C. M. Keys, president 
of the Curtiss Aeroplane and Motor Company, and Richard F. Hoyt, 
chairman of the Wright Aeronautical Corporation, have been added 
recently to the Stromberg board of directors. The company has been 
working several years in close association with the aircraft makers in 
the production of carburetors for airplanes. 

With a view to strengthening its position in the aircratt field, Strom- 
berg has liquidated several lines of automobile accessories and prepared 
its plants for a large production of airplane carburetors annually. Its 
capacity for automobile carburetors is between 1,500,000 and 2,000,000 a 
year. The manufacture of airplane carburetors began to show a profit 
in the last few months of 1928 and is expected to be an important factor 
in earnings this year. 

Production of automobile carburetors naturally will be the main 
business of Stromberg for years to come, but the important thing is that 
when the airplane begins to make inroads into the motor car industry, 
if it ever does, the company will lose none of its strategic position. 

At present about 75 per cent. of its automobile carburetors go to 
manufacturers and 25 per cent. to dealers for retail trade. A number ot 
new and important contracts with manufacturers have been made in 
the past year. Among these are Chrysler, for all cars except the Ply- 
mouth; Hupp, Marmon, and all Studebakers but one. Last year the 
company had among these companies only about half of Chrysler's output
